to n nicety. The Btilooii is in tho middle of 
the ship, us regards length nnd breadth, and 
the axis of rotation is nt n height .where 
there is the least motion; so that..with re- 
ferenco to its position it is one in which the 
vertical and lateral motions produced in 
every part of tho ship by the p'itchiuff and 
rolling will be so sninll as to be iuappreci- 
ble. 


To counteract (he vortical nnd lateral mo- 


tions, has been (he main object of tho de- 
signers of the Bessemer steamer, and in ad- 
dition to the swing saloon, tho floor of 
which will always be kept at a dead level, 
care has been taken to guard against tho 
tremulous motions common to ateauiern by 
the working of the engines nnd the shock of 
tho waves against the sides. 
This will he 


effected by resting the supports of the sa- 
loon upon massive beds of india-rubber and 
then nmluug it impossible for any vibratory 
motion lo be transmitted from the ship to 
the saloon. 
Another important study in 


the construction of this vessel has been 
with respect to ventilation, anil in this mat- 
ter of dot nil the most approved method has 
been carried into effect. 
Tersonal expe- 


rience has taught us that the most unpleas- 
ant effects are produced by passing directly 
from tho fresh air into tho stuffy nnd vitiat- 
ed atmosphern between decks; but 
the 


great height and sizo of tho saloon will en- 
able it to be completely ventilated, and it 
will bo uiiaeccssftry for ladies and delicate 
persons to remain la iho worst weather on 
deck [rather than accept shelter inside. 
In- 


dependently of tho perfect level of the sa- 
loon, tbo thorough ventilation, and the 
avoidance of vibratory motions, tho size and 
form of this sivnmer, and the great powers 
of resistance to rolling s bo possesses will 
insure her Uie utmost steadiness among tho 
soas peculiar to that part of tho channel 
which she is intended to cross. 


PAHfTisfi OF FLOORS.—Having had son-.e 


experience with both oiJed and painted 
floors, T unhesitatingly recommend tho 
for- 


mer. 
If somo uniform dark tint is wanted, 


like black walnut, mix burnt umber with 
boiled linseed oil, and rub it is thoroughly 
with ft woolen cloth. The umber can he 
bought in boxes containing a pound nnd up- 
ward, already ground in oil, which is most 
convenient, as that sold in a dry stato is apt 
to bo coarso and rouffb.

If an imitation of tho 


handsomo ash nnd walnut floors is preferred 
rub every nltornjito hoard with puvo boiled 
oii, nnd use n paint brush to apply tho dark 
staining, taking c.iro not to havo enough to 
spread on tho part intfndcd to bo light. 
Lonvo tho floor for n day or two to dry, 
though the only harm dono by using it im- 
mediately is that tbo oil Is liable to bo 
tracked over tho other parts of tho house. 
Tho groat advantage p.n oil floor possesses 
over n painted ono in that when marked or 
scratched somo oil rubbod over the spots rc- 
movon thorn, and it is never necessary to re- 
pontthp whole process again. 
All 
that is 


needed to hoop tbo floor bright and fresh is 
to occasionally rub it over with a cloth wet 
with n little oil or korosono, as yon would 
troatoilfidfimiituro.—[Tho Kural Homo.

Piuchbttck "second class:" bu'j they con- 
nived lo meet in tho barber-sh'Op, which, I 
suppose, may, bo fairly set dov/n ns neutral 
jround. Gov. Penn is gene rally conceded 
,o bo one of the coming men of a state which 
ms need of men of his "Kind. His quiet 
astes, unobtrusive manners, and business 
would never have given l-.iui political promi- 
nence, but tbe exigeucie/j of tho day and tho 
call of the people who lr new his worth de- 
manded his appearance , nnd ho came. I havo 
mot no Southern mti\i who has impressed 
me more favorably. Fionost,liberal, judicious, 
puck to decide n ud prompt to execute, 
t was owing perhaps to him more than to 
anybody else that the coup d'etat of the Hill 
of September was n revolution and not a riot, 
md that its effect 'was n bettor understanding 
Between the race1 j, rather than n widening 
of tho breach by which they havo been so 
ong separated. McEnery, Marr, Ogdou, and 
others are men equally respected, nud each 
discharged hip. duties with strict regard to 
the interests of tho people; but upon Ponu 
was imposed tho heaviest responsibility,and 
10 shoulderad it and carried it like n man 
jorn to govern. Gov. Pinchbaok is better 
mown tlvroughout the country, because he 
IBS been longer before the people. 
Ho is 


well informed, shrewd and plausible, com- 
loring favorably with any man his race has 
ret given to public life.

Thinking that your renders might foci 


some interest in tho convention which ha. 
1- 


just completed its labors in this city, nm 
having a few leisure moments, I will try to 
give you an idoa of its object and results 
Tho second annual convention of the chioi 
engineers of fire departments mid under 
writers of tho Qnitcd Stated was convened 
in tho city of St. Louis, Mo., on Monday, 
Oct. f»th, 1874, tho object being to bring to- 
gothor tho principal men of tho country 
whoso business it is to manage and direct 
tho firo departments of these noveral cities, 
and with them tho underwriters represent- 
ing tho insurnnco interest of tho country, in 
order that the prevention ond extinguish- 
ment of fires might bo freely discussed, that 
tho importance and responsibility of their 
positions might be properly appreciated nnc 
their relative positions thoroughly under- 
stood to tho cud that property owners mighl 
be able to get their property insured nt rea- 
sonable rates and that insurance companies 
feeling confidence in tho ability and efficien- 
cy of tho mon entrusted with nnd provisions 
uiado for tho extinguishment of fires nut 
protection of property, could afford lo take 
risks at rates at onco remunerative to them 
and nt the same time so low that none could 
afford to keep their property uninsured. 
The interest of every property owner in tho 
thorough efficiency of their local firo depart- 
ments both in men nnd apparatus was a sub- 
ject which tho representatives of tho insur- 
ance interests are striving to havo brought 
prominently to tho notico of municipal 
governments, and 
many chief engineers 


present were obliged to acknowledge that ii 
was not properly appreciated by tho govern- 
ments they represented, nud particularly in 
cities where they had been fortunately ex- 
empt from disastrous fires for a few years. 
Some of theso although their 
cities bad 


thousands of dollars invested in apparatus 
wore unable to keep it in order for tho wanl 
of funds which were begrudged them by 
their tnx-pnyers because they hud ";becn for- 
tunato in not requiring tho use of it and hncl 
got to consider their steam fire engines etc., 
ai playthfngs for the men and boys who 
composed tho firo departments. Yolmiteei 
flro departments woro considerel entirely 
out of date and a thing of Iho past. The 
convention heartily recommended the paid 
or part paid system and departments com- 
posed of men thoroughly disciplined even 
for tho smallest towns or cities. From tlio 
experience of tho chiefs present and informa- 
tion in tho hands of tho underwriters it was 
tho unanimous opinion of tho convention 
that any city large enough to maintain a 
fira department should nt once adopt the 
paid or part paid system,stonin firo engines 
tho telegraph firo alarm,and a small body o! 
well trained men who would hike an intores1 


nnd whsre they had (iron only at long in 
torvals make 
themselves familiar will 


thcirdutics by practice; and tho convention 
wero assured by tho representatives of th 
national bonrd 
of underwriters that nui 


city adopting theso recommendations \vouh 
find although it might cost n little more a 
first, jet, the difference, 
if not saved ni 


tho first firo would be more than made up to 
tho tax payer by tho reduced rates of insur 
nnce as tho underwriters of the couutr 
were now giving nioro than usual otteutioi 
to tho efficiency nnd equipments of tho fire 
departments where their agents nre doing 
business. Tho quantity of apparatus out 
tho number of men composing a firo de- 
partment is no criterion of its efficiency. 


George F. Hope, o.sq., of tho national- 


board of underwriters, exhorted every chief 
engineer presout to consider well the delib- 
erations of this convention and when ho re- 
turned homo to look carefully through 
department, nnd immediately report 
writing to his city government any deficien- 
cies therein, keeping n copy in his office,and 
sending one to the national board of under- 
writers nt New York, bearing in mind tlmt 
any success in putting out or preventing a 
conflagration, is always credited lo tho 
effi- 


ciency of tho fire department, but nil dis- 
asters or want of success in instantly sub- 
duing tho devouring element, is at once 
laid upon tho shoulders of the unfortunate 
chief engineer; therefore tho importance to 
him of having everything necessary to make 
his department thoroughly efficient in all its 
details. Mr. Rope promised tlmt if his sug- 
gestions wore carried out and city govern- 
ments did not upon such representations 
provide nil that wns asked for, tho national 
bonrd would help to mnko them do so and 
to exonerate him. 


Tho opportunity afforded me to make the 


acquaintance of tho men who are having 
daily nnd almost hourly experience- with 
fires, in their respective cities and to con- 
verso with them and get the benefit of their 
practical eipcrieiicc.not to mention tho dis 
ciiRsions an:l deliberations in conventions,has 
amply repaid me for tho time nnd expense 
attending my efforts to be present here, 
believing ns I do that a man who assumes 
tho responsible position of chief engineer of 
n firo department in a citj where wo fortu- 
nately havo had but liltlo experience for 
several years past, must got the experience 
necessary to keep paco with the times in 
these days of advancement, when every day 
brings out some now appliances for the pro 
lection of property and tho prevention or 
extinguishment of fire, from those in charge 
of cities less fovlimnto than ours. Hero lot 
mo say that I hnvo had my mind thoroughly 
awakened to

And EO 
they will if they can bo got there in time 
and havo a few well trained officers and men 
to handle tho hose, etc. But with our pros 
ent arrangement nnd with the host efforts of 
our fireman who nre young men nud many 
of them almost entirely without experience 
wo nro often unavoidably delayed in getting 
started, nnd then with the uncertainty nsto 
tho diroction of the fire we shall be fortu- 
nate indeed if wo do not jot get caught with 
a firo well underway which may destroy 
more than ten times the cost of these indis 
pausablo auxiliaries to & department having 
steam fire engines, and so large an amount 
of inflammable buildings to protect. 


I consider that our present paid system 


consisting of n limited number of men when 
they havo become disciplined and practice*, 
in Iho use of their nppnratus will be far 
moro efficient in handling n firo than our 
volunteer department of the past few years 
could possibly have been. 
While our pres- 


ent city councilmen may not feel that they 
would bo justified by their constituents in 
making tho necessary appropriations for the 
purpose of adding tlio above mentionec 
necessary auxiliaries to our firo department 
yet they nro a conservative body of men ant 
I am confident that when they fully realize 
tho responsibility which~£much rest upon 
them, as these matters nre now brought to 
their notico and especially when brough 
before them officially, as they will bo upon 
my return, they will at least give tho men 
whose property is at stake an opportunity to 
Bny r.t the polls whether they will bo sntisfiet 
to continuo tho risk, or pay insurance com 
panics at proportionate rates. In either 
case, having called thoir attention to these 
matters, tho responsibility of any disastei 
occurring from tho want of them, imis 
to a certain extent bo lifted from my oflicia 
shoulders nnd it will then lie .with, tho gen- 
tlemen of the city council to say whether it 
shall rest upon theirs. 
I hnvo been in- 


formed by n prominent underwriter hero 
ths West that there ore many small cities of 
from five to eight thousand inhabitants 
about hero who have their four steam firo 
engines and ho.sc cnrts cqiiippod with thoir 
own horses and paid nieii with firo nlnrm 
telegraph, etc., nud have nlrendy saved tho 
cost of it to their citizens in rates of insur- 
ance. 
While I do not wish to bo under- 


stood as desiring to make tho expenses o] 
our department any larger, as I am laboring 
to innko thorn ns light as possible this year, 
consistent with safety, yet I feel it iny duty 
to give our citizens tho benefit of this infor-

ns it certainly concerns them nnd tho 
facfc that 
wo havo been exempt 
from 


fires so long has little or no weight with the 
underwriters who mnko up Iho rates for our 
city in view of our many highly inflammable 
buildings nnd our lack of facilities forgiving 
a promnt alarm indicating tho location of a 
firo, aud for getting our steamers thero in 
time; which nro difficulties they can nil np- 
prccinto. 


In the Fall of 1S72 I called tho nltentiou 


of tho city council to the fact that tho prop- 
osition to purchase two steam firo engines, 
then about to bo put to tho people, did not 
emnnnto from tho board of firowards of that 
year, nor was it recommended by them, ns a 
majority,of the bonrd nt least nt that time, 
wero strongly of the opinion that n suitable 
firo alarm nnd proper facilities forgetting 
tho two steamers wo had promptly to fires, 
Wns far moro necessary than tho two addi- 
tional steamers. I also called tho attention 
of tho citizens to these fncts through a letter 
over ray official signature published in tho 
columns of tho Kowport Mercury previous 
to tha subject being submitted to them. It 
is mv honest opinion now that with one half 
our present department, with horses for tho

WHY IIKNS LAY SO MANY EGOS. 
In their natural stale nil birds lay a limit- 


ed iuiiubor of eggs, usually just its mail}- (is 
& lieu can entirely cover during Incubation. 
Those birds that roar moro than one brood 
during tho year, bciug uo moro liable to ac- 
cidents than single-brood birdav rear tho 
most young, 
consequently this variety 


would predominate, jfow, when the jungle 
fowl was brought into doiuoHticatiou, in ad- 
dition to its wild habits of laying 15 cggn, 
aud then sotting, it is made to increase tho 
number of eggs beyond 15, by taking ad- 
vantage of ite natural power of'provision for 
accidents, by .removing the eggs as fast ay 
taid, leaving enough in tho nest to prevent 
its abandonment. TUG hen, naturally, is 
'forced to lay a few additional eggs to supply 
tho apparent deficiency in tho number 
usual when incubation 
is 
commenced. 


Under domestication, tho robbery of hens' 
nests is carried on regularly and constantly, 
and 
tho 
production 
of 
eggs is 


stimulated at a great rate. 
This is 


assisted 
by 
the 
abundant 
supply 


of food at all seasons. Food la plenty with 
wild fowls only during tho breeding Reason; 
but man, by supplying plenty during Win- 
ter, 
makes Spring and Summer extend 


through tho whole year. This induces a 
habit of continuous laying that becomes her- 
editary. This work of breeding strains of 
fowls to bo great, layers by gathering their 
eggs daily was not performed with any con- 
scious purpose. The keepers took tho eggs 
because they wore wanted, and carried on 
this practice without knowing or cariug 
that tho habits of the birds would become 
permanently changed thereby. The habit 
ia perpetuated unconsciously by most peo- 
ple who keep fowls for use. The "gudo- 
wifo," when setting a hen always selects the 
eggs from hens that are good layers. ''Old 
Brownie is such n good layer, I like tho 
breed." So old Erowuio'a eggs aro saved 
for uottiug, Tho keeper, by thus uncon- 
sciously selecting the eggs for sotting, goes 
on improving his stock in this quality from 
year to year. All these causes have been 
in operation for thousands of years; for tho 
change from 30 to 50 eggs per annum to five 
times that amount was not accomplished in 
a singlo 100 years. The writer thinks that 
tho reason why gooso and ducks do not lay 
ao continuously or so abundantly as hens is 
bacause they were migratory fowls; and 
their breeding season is more limited than 
that of tho jungle fowl, which is a constant 
ro.Hulout. la the northern regions, where 
they rested, tho season is short and what 
v/ai! dono was done quickly.—[Poultry
